Gifts totaling $143,339, made to 
Washington University during the 
past year, were announced today 
at the commencement exercises by 
Dr. Malvern B. Clopton, president 
of the University Corporation. 

The largest was a $25,118 dona- 
tion from the Commonwealth Fund 
for research in trachoma. Another 
large gift for research was $16,500 
from the Rockefeller Foundation 
for study of the nerve impulse and 
related problems in zoology. Total 
contributions from the Fockefeller 
Foundation for research in various 
fields were $39,930. 

Dr. Clopton announced the receipt 
of the William Sherman Hay Fund 
of $10,000 as an endowment for 
special student loans and scholar- 
ships.

“We exhaust every means at our 
command to locate the rightful 
owners of this money before we 
advertise for them,” said the head 
of a department in this bank. 
“Where an account has become no- 
ticeably inactive, there is the usual 
routine procedure of mailing a 
statement to the last known ad- 
dress of the depositor. If there is 
no response we begin an investiga- 
tion and sometimes it leads us far 
afield. Our first step is to mail 
a registered letter. If it is re 
turned unclaimed, then we have to 
trace them from one address to 
another, sometimes to foreign coun- 
tries. This chase most frequently 
ends in a graveyard. Then we must 
begin looking for the heirs to the 
deceased's estate. 


“When the depositor turns up 


alive, it is usually found he has 
been moving from place to place 
and forgotten he had a small bal- 
ance in this bank. The good will 
resulting from these investigations 
is most gratifying. The depositor is 
giad to find himself richer than he 
thought, not only by the amount 
of his original deposit but accumu- 
lated interest, and he is relieved 
that his name did not appear on 
any advertised list for that might 
have turned racketeers loose upon 
him. There are individuals and con- 
cerns which watch for these lists 
endeavor to locate’ the rightful 
claimant with an offer to settle for 
50 per cent or some stipulated 
amount of the money involved. 
There are lawyers, calling them- 
selves’ probate companies on the 
lookout for this kind of business. 
They are not illegitimgte. They 
usually earn their fees in the work 
it takes to locate and establish le 
gal ownership. Claims have to be 
proved 'to the last degree of cer.

This frequently involves liti- 
gation, costs, and a court decision.

“But suppose some of these ace- 
counts have been inactive for more 
than five years as in the case of the 
19 left over from our advertised 
list of five years ago,” observed 
the official. “Some of them have 
remained tnclaimed for a much 
longer period. We cannot locate 
the original depositors and we can- 


not locate the rightful heirs. Then. 
as in the case of all unclaimed es- 
tates, they revert to the escheat 
fund of the State. The State bank- 
ing commission orders these dor- 
mant accounts advertised twice 
every five years, once in two weeke 
in a paper designated by the com- 


mission in the county, town. city | 


or village in which the bank: or 
trust company is located. After we 
have advertised them and no claim- 
ant turns up who can establish his 
right beyond any question of doubt, 
the State may take charge of the 
matter. As a matter of fact, the 
State doesn't usually do that.’ It 
leaves the money on deposit in the 
bank for as long as 20 years, ex- 
pecting us to continue our search 
and still hoping it will be claimed 


for once it gets into the State reser-.. 


voirs, a great deal of red tape must 
be unwound to get it out again.

He doesn't know 
the town and is pressed for time, so 
he hires a messenger to chauffeur 
him around. A public stenographer 
wants to leave her office for an 
hour to do a little shopping. She 
doesn't want to lock the door for 
fear a customer may drop in, so 
she nires a boy to sit at her desk, 
answer the ‘phone, and tell the cus- 
tomers she'll be back in just a min- 
ute. A party of out-of-towners come 
to St. Louis to see the sights. They 
have their own car, but are unfa- 
miliar with the city. They call for 
a boy to direct them and the lad 
goes along, helps them eat the 
brought-from-home lunch, and has 
a big time on the outing. 
wants tickets for a ball game or a 
show, but doesn’t want to stand in 
line, so he hires a messenger boy 
for the tiresome task. Somebody 
else is out at lunch; it starts to 
rain, and he discovers his umbrella 
is at his office: The messenger boy 
fetches the umbrella. 


At the time the fight was on in 
the Missouri Legislature over the 
sales tax, a local association took 
six of the lads to Jefferson City to 
carry placards and furnish general 
assistance in their lobby against the 
sales tax. When “Les Miserables” 
was shown at a downtown theater, 
the boys delivered illustrated pam- 
phiets on the picture to the princi- 


pals of all St. Louis schools. They 
did the same thing when “David 
Copperfield” and “Sequoia” were 
shown.

The Voice of 
The Demagogue 
And the Poet 


By The Rev. J. F. Newton 


HERE are two voices speaking 
Ti: the world to which all wise 

men will listen—the voice of the 
demagogue and the voice of the 
poet. If they are unlike in tone, 
each has something to tell us. 
The voice of the demagogue is 
hoarse with anger, heavy with hate 
—a cry of pain, telling us that 
something is wrong and needs to 
be put right. Not to listen to it is 
folly, and may be fatal. 
No doubt the demagogue is self- 
ish, seeking his own ends, promis- 
ing a paradise and selling gold 
bricks to build it. But he does show 
where the shoe pinches, and it is 
idle to ignore his protest. 
If the voice of the demagogue 
tells what hurts today, the voice 
of the poet—if he be a true poet— 
sings of the shape which the future 
will take, if we have eyes to see 
the vision shown us. 
It is now 30 years or more since 
Edwin Markham wrote his poem, 


}“The Man With the Hoe,” taking 


his theme from the Millet painting, 
showing a peasant in a brown field 
listening to the angelus bell. 

The man might have been a 
beast, but for the fact that his head 
was bowed in prayer. Who made 
him such a being, the poet asked, 
dead to rapture and despair, a 


thing that neither’ grieves nor 
hopes? 
In the future he foresaw that 


distorted shape waking up from his 
injustice, a dread terror of hu- 
manity betrayed, and demanding 
redress for immemorial infamies, 
perfidious wrongs and ageless woes. 
In that day, said the poet, whirl- 
winds of rebellion will shake the 
world. 

The poet was called a “hoe-man,” 
and all sorts of fun was made of 
him. Making parodies of the poem 
became a popular sport. Yet some 
of us have lived to see the ghastly 
vision of that poem fulfilled before 
our eyes in burning cities, falling 
thrones, and the earth shaken, if 
not shattered by a human earth- 
quake. 

The words of the poet were tipped 
with vision, but men were blind to 
it. Let us make- sure that we do 
not repeat again the old stupidity. 
As was said of old, “He that hath 


ears to hear let him hear.”
